THE BLOCKADE 

Why overwhelmingly popular bills can’t get a hearing 
in the Minnesota Senate 



MINNESOTA SENATE 


D epending upon the poll, 
between 80 and 90 percent 
of Minnesotans favor crim¬ 
inal background checks on 
all gun purchases. And 
those figures include gun owners. 

So you might have thought state Sen. 
Ron Latz (D-St. Louis Park) would have 
no trouble passing his background check 
bill. But for the past year and a half, with 
Republicans in control of the Senate, he 
couldn’t even get a hearing. 

The excuses varied. Sometimes he 
was told the schedule was full, or a com¬ 
mittee chair said the decision was over 
his head. “I find it impossible to believe 
they couldn’t find an hour and a half or 
two hours to discuss it,” he says. 

When Latz says “they,” he doesn’t 
necessarily mean “Republicans.” Some 
Democrats oppose tougher gun con¬ 


trol laws too. But Republicans’ majority 
means they control the committees, and 
Majority Leader Paul Gazelka (R-Nisswa) 
has already promised Latz’s bill will go 
absolutely nowhere. 

Which means Latz is sitting on a bill 
that an overwhelming majority of Min¬ 
nesotans want, but may never be heard. 
So he’ll have to settle for the next best 
thing. Sen. Matt Little (D-Lakeville) 
included the bill in a special hearing 
this week of the newly christened Senate 
Committee on Banned Bills. 

It’s for all of Minnesota’s favorite 
hopeless causes: gun control, paid family 
leave, and a constitutional amendment 
for gender equality. These are issues 
with widespread appeal, says Little, but 
small hope of seeing a vote in the Senate. 

Sen. Patricia Torres Ray (D-Minne- 
apolis) believes Republicans want to 


use these popular bills as 
bargaining chips for some 
of the less popular bills its 
hardcore base wants—rolling 
them all up in a monster bill 
“400 pages long” and asking 
senators to accept or reject 
them wholesale. 

Her bill on recruiting more 
teachers of color is on the 
Banned Bills Committee’s 
docket. “These particular 
issues should not be used as 
political pawns to negotiate,” 
she says. “It’s fundamentally wrong.” 

Of course, not all the going theories 
involve complicated political maneuvers. 

“The people in the majority know 
they’re on the wrong side of these issues 
and don’t want to vote against them,” 
Little says. That, or they simply don’t

The Final Four 

won’t make Minneapolis noh 

But maybe it can make us happy, -by susan du 


HERE COMES ANOTHER megasports 
event, and with it, another mess of road 
closures in downtown Minneapolis. 

The inconvenience for locals, not to 
mention the arrival of nearly a hundred 
thousand sports-loving alumni of various 
schools, is all done in the name of corporate 
welfare premised on the attempt to pump 
the local economy with riches. 

Last fall, the Minneapolis City Council 
approved spending $900,000 to cover part 
of the cost of hosting the Final Four. The 
city’s tab pays for cops, sanitation, and 
party space at the Minneapolis Convention 


Center. Minneapolis hopes to make it all 
back and then some through a windfall of 
tourism taxes and fees, and, like the 2018 
Super Bowl, justifies public investment 
as an opportunity to showcase the Twin 
Cities on a national stage. 

It makes perfect economic sense, accord¬ 
ing to a study by Rockport Anal 5 lics, which 
estimates the NCAA men’s basketball 
championship will bring 94,000 visitors 
spending $142 million. Rockport is the 
same firm that calculated the Minneapolis 
Super Bowl would generate $343 million 
for the metro. 


Please reach for a grain of salt: Both 
studies were commissioned by the local 
organizing committees promoting the 
events—and conducted before an54hing 
even took place. 

Minneapolis should be skeptical of Rock- 
port’s rosy analysis, says Victor Mathe- 
son, a Ph.D. grad from the University of 
Minnesota who’s now president of the 
North American Association of Sports 
Economists. 

After the streets are swept and the bailers 
and executives have moved on, independent 
economists reviewing the data usually find 


far more sobering numbers. Super Bowl 
studies show that the biggest sporting 
event in the United States usually gener¬ 
ates an 5 rwhere from $30 million to $130 
million—in some cases not even enough 
to cover the costs of hosting. 

‘The rule of thumb we use is just take 
the decimal point [of official projections] 
and move it one place to the left, and that’s 
probably a pretty good guess of what you’re 
actually going to get,” Matheson says. “It’s 
easy to get an event to look pretty good 
if you only include the benefits and not 
the expenses.”

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Most of the time, it’s impossible to get 
the full picture of what an event costs 
the public because the demands made 
of host cities are confidential. But in the 
case of Minneapolis’ Super Bowl, the 
Star Tribune got someone to leak the bid 
book. Its contents were revealing: The 
NFL requires free police escorts, free 
parking, free luxury hotel suites, free 
billboards, plus all revenue from ticket 
sales. The phrase “at no cost to the NFL” 
was repeated ad nauseum. 

Likewise, Norway had to stop biddingfor 
the 2022 Winter Olympics after it came out 
that the International Olympic Commit¬ 
tee demanded to have a fairytale cocktail 
reception with the king—all expenses paid 
by the locals—among other mandates. 

The more powerful the league, the 
greater the demands. 

“And of course, the NCAA also puts 
big demands on cities in order for them 
to get the Final Four,” Matheson says. 

The metro will make a lot of money, 
though most of it will pour out again, 
according to economists. All the hotels 
will fill up and room rates will skyrocket, 
but a one-off boon for Radisson corporate 
headquarters won’t mean more jobs (or 
higher wages) for desk clerks and room 
cleaners. 

There are also opportunity costs. Public 
resources spent on events could other¬ 
wise go to health care, education, and 
other measures of human wellbeing at 
the neighborhood level. 

Civic boosters argue that big events 
put Minneapolis on the map. Research 
shows that surges of tourism don’t last 
long into the future. If someone comes to 
the Twin Cities for the local flavor—the 
arts, food, and outdoors—and they have 
a great time, they’ll tell their friends and 
family it’s worth a trip. But if a tourist 
simply goes home with memories of how 
great (or heartbreaking) the Final Four 
was, their friends and family might just 
want to book tickets to the next host city. 

“From an economic standpoint, you 
want to support things that generate 
revenue year-round, rather than these 
big floods,” Matheson says. “If you’re a 
farmer, you want a little bit of rain on 
a regular basis rather than one gigantic 
flood one weekend and drought the rest 
of the year. Those same principles apply.” 

For example, the Minneapolis Con¬ 
vention Center hosts a different event 
almost every day, things like boat shows, 
wedding fairs, and industry gatherings of 
out-of-towners who spend money in bars 
and shops on Nicollet Mall. That tourism 
business makes sound sense, because it’s 
constant. 

Minneapolis will make money on the 
Final Four regardless, says the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan’s Mark Rosentraub. The 
cashflow probably won’t be as great as 
the host committee claims, but will be a 
nice net positive at a time of year when 


Minneapolis wouldn’t naturally attract 
a ton of people. 

But factor in construction of US. Bank 
Stadium, and this justification dissipates. 

To bring both the Super Bowl and the 
Final Four to Minnesota, the new football 
arena had to be built. The NCAA always 
insists on having its championship games 
in football stadiums these days—despite 
player complaints about them having the 
wrong scale, and ruining shooters’ depth 
perception—because they can sell more 
tickets, even if they’re nosebleed seats. 

There are bigger stadiums than U.S. 
Bank, but few newer, and even fewer with 
a worse public financing scheme: Min¬ 
nesota’s elected officials built a $1 billion 
stadium with $500 million of public money. 

“It was a surprising deal,” Rosentraub 
says, laughing. “You’re not going to make 
[the public investment] back in operations.” 

Ever. 

Instead, economists can point to intan¬ 
gibles, things like civic pride. U.S. Bank 
Stadium is an incredible piece of archi¬ 
tecture, Rosentraub says. Though locals’ 
view of its soaring skyline disruption may 
be clouded by knowledge of the price tag, 
it’s an objectively bold design in a town 
not known for its downtown sights. 

There’s also research, believe it or not, 
showing big sporting events make people 
happy. 

Looking to make money off games gets 
the premise all wrong. Despite what boost¬ 
ers say, these parties don’t drive tour¬ 
ism, increase employment, or promote 
regional economic growth. Rather, the 
real reason we embrace them is that we 
respond to festive impulses, and choose 
to prioritize play. 

A 2008 research paper by a team of U.S. 
and U.K. researchers collected data on 
self-reported satisfaction for 12 European 
countries that hosted the Olympics, the 
EIEA World Cup, and UEEA European 
Championship. Result: the “feel-good” 
factor associated with hosting is signifi¬ 
cant, comparable to attending a wedding. 
Your own. 

They added an obvious caveat: “Although 
we find the magnitude of hosting football 
events in comparison to a person being 
married, say, is large, the former effect 
seems very short-lived, while the latter 
effect is generally much longer lasting.” 

In any case, so long as U.S. Bank Stadium 
is already there, Minneapolis might as 
well host as many things as it can, while 
holding elected officials accountable for 
signing away public money and resources 
to meet organizers’ ransom note demands. 

And since much of the net gains Min¬ 
neapolitans receive will come in the form 
of joy, fleeting and pure, we should con¬ 
sider it our civic duty to lean hard into 
the hype. Get down there. Toast to some 
tourists, and try telling them about all 
the great things Minnesota has to offer 
year-round. 03

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Jumping Through Hoops 

Minnesota’s 1997 Final Four run was a scandal. So is college basketball, -by mike mullen 


BOBBY JACKSON LEFT the University 
of Minnesota in 1997, and has almost never 
been out of work since. After 12 years in 
the NBA, including some great ones with 
a fun Sacramento Kings team, Jackson 
moved into coaching, briefly working for 
the Minnesota Timberwolves before get¬ 
ting back to Sacramento. 

That Jackson did all this without obtain¬ 
ing a college degree surprises no one. Bas¬ 
ketball was always his focus. He excelled 
at the game, and seems to have enjoyed 
playing and now coaching as much or more 
than anyone. That’s obvious to anyone who 
recalls the big grin that often stole Bobby s 
face when he or anyone made a good play. 


Bobby wasn’t just good at basketball. He 
was in love with it. 

Jackson thinks of the U’s run to the 1997 
Final Four, the school’s one and only trip, 
as a high point in his life, “something you’ll 
never forget,” as he told WCCO a couple 
years ago. This is a little ironic, since the 
NCAA and the University of Minnesotahave 
tried to forget it: The collegiate association 
vacated those games, and the school has 
literally hidden (or lost track of) the Big 
Ten Tournament trophy that team won. 

Jackson, an undersized point guard who 
played like a just-lit stick of dynamite, was 
a central if somewhat passive figure in one 
of the biggest academic scandals in the 


history of college sports. Players on that 
team, coached by Clem Haskins, routinely 
skipped classes and assignments and/or 
had papers written for them by a woman 
ostensibly hired to help them make grades. 
She did, but only by bending and breaking 
any rule possible to keep athletes eligible 
for as long as was needed. 

This all came to light a couple years later 
in an explosive, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
series in the Pioneer Press. Jackson, then 
an NBA player, declined to comment about 
cheating his way to years as a beloved court 
jester and game-winner. He was depicted as 
a classically entitled jock, used to ever 3 ^ing 
going his way and never going to class. 


One academic counselor said Bobby was 
the ultimate example of a player staying 
eligible but “never really getting close to a 
degree,” describingthe whole story as “sad.” 

We bet Jackson wasn’t sad. Few twen- 
tysomethings with a high-six-figure salary 
are. And he certainly wasn’t crying tears 
(of sadness, anyway) when he later made 
upward of $30 million in a decade-plus 
pro career. Bobby’s case is a rare one. You 
have to be both great and lucky to have 
that kind of career. But stories of college 
athletes gettingfavors—academic, financial, 
or otherwise—are a dime a dozen. The 
difference here: Clem Haskins’ corrupt 
Gophers got caught.

For this, Clem’s still banned from coach¬ 
ing college games, Minnesota spent years 
on probation, and Bobby Jackson’s Big Ten 
Player of the Year award and Final Four 
run were wiped from the books. Jackson 
was the clear standout, but at least five 
players went on to pro or semi-pro careers, 
regardless of their darkened past. 

And here’s what wasn’t rescinded: the 
tens of millions of dollars those teams gen¬ 
erated for the U. Jackson and his team¬ 
mates, of course, weren’t allowed to receive 
a dime for working hard to perform in 
public, at times on national television, all 
for the purpose of raising the profile and 
prestige of the school. 

More than two decades later, that leg- 
endarily crooked Gophers program looks 
adorably minor, more farce than tragedy. 
Since that “scandal,” several colleges have 
been rocked by villainous acts that put 
team success shelves higher than “student”- 
athlete behavior or public safety. If you’re 
not familiar, Google the weak rape investi¬ 
gation on Florida State’s Jameis Winston; 
let’s assume everyone recalls the horrifying, 
decades-long cover-up of a child molester’s 
deeds at Penn State. Hell, Baylor Univer¬ 
sity had two. One was the recent web of 
cover-ups of football players accused of 
rape. Another was the mid-2000s epi¬ 
sode where one basketball player shot 
and killed another, and then-coach Dave 
Bliss instructed teammates to frame the 
victim as a drug dealer. 

Put those dark tales of rape and murder 
alongside Clem Haskins sneaking players 
through the academic system, and you’ll 
begin to wonder what the big deal was. 

Or if college sports should even exist. 

In Europe, South America, and pretty 
much ever 5 rwhere else, great athletes are 
plucked early, recruited to sponsored club

teams, and, eventually, signed to pro team 
youth systems. There, they focus on their 
chosen profession. In America, we do the 
same with sports like tennis, g 5 mmastics, 
golf, skateboarding, racing (of all kinds), 
and, to a lesser extent, hockey and baseball. 

Football and basketball, you get no choice. 
No going straight to the money-making 
side. First you have to be some school’s 
cash cow. The system is enforced in the 
name of athlete safety and preparedness, 
and “concern” for the young man’s educa¬ 
tion. Horseshit. If those sports didn’t fill 
stadiums and sell TV contracts, those kids 
would be free to dance on someone else’s 
dime without any professors involved. 

Trading of bodies aside, the slavery 
metaphor doesn’t hold together when 
discussing highly paid athletes who belong 
to players unions. But college kids? Who 
make no money, are expected to balance 
elite sports and school assignments, and 
whose attempts at unionizing were recently 
spurned? Sure looks like chattel from here. 

America’s scandalized by coaches and 
boosters bribing underprivileged athletes, 
who then spend years running from those 
events’ long shadow. We should be much 
more upset by recent revelations that rich 
kids’ parents bribed their utterly untalented 
offspring into top-flight schools as part of a 
nationwide racket. As actress Lori Laughlin 
turned herself in on a federal indictment 
for bribing her unimpressive daughter into 
use, said daughter was spending the night 
on a yacht. A yacht owned by Rick C aruso, 
a billionaire California real estate mogul, 
and a member of the USC board of trustees.

Bobby Jackson grew up in East Spen¬ 
cer, a small, predominantly black North 
C arolina community founded by ex-slaves. 
Some residents still remember stories of the 
‘'hanging tree” in nearby Salisbury, where 
Jackson attended high school. Poverty is 
chronic and endemic in East Spencer, and 
these days, abandoned houses abound. 
Sounds like a tough place to grow up. If a 
billionaire comforted young Bobby in his 
hour of judgment by letting him spend the 
night on a yacht, that story didn’t make 
the Pioneer Press. 

Clem Haskins and his players reunited 
in Minneapolis a couple years ago to mark 
the 20th anniversary of the most accom¬ 
plished and controversial University of 
Minnesota team of all time. Haskins, now 
in his late 70s, lives on a farm in Kentucky, 
and told the Star Tribune seeing all his old 
players together “really tugs at my heart.” 

Haskins visited a Gophers practice at 
the invitation of coach Richard Pitino, 
who’s got his own reasons for seeing an 
academic scandal as no big deal: His father, 
Rick Pitino, oversaw a program at Louis¬ 
ville that was found to be providing escort 
services to recruits. The elder Pitino was 
never proven to have direct knowledge, 
but was faulted for failure to prevent a 
prostitutes-for-prospects scheme. 

Louisville’s 2012 national championship 
was later “vacated,” just like the victories 
of Bobby Jackson and the Gophers, and 
if you don’t see some level of unfairness 
in those two violations getting the exact 
same treatment—not to mention the wins 
Joe Paterno racked up at Penn State—you 
should check the NCAA website to see if 
they’re hiring. 

If some large person lands on one of 
Virginia guard De’Andre Hunter’s fast- 
moving ankles before he plays a minute 
of NBA basketball—and receives the payday 
his talent merits—the basketball gods will 
never forgive us. (Someone please knock 
on the wood under the free throw line.) 
If a coach in this year’s Final Four is later 
discovered to have paid a player under the 
table or hired his unqualified father, go 
ahead, throw the book at him/them. But 
maybe read the book before you throw, and 
decide if its absurd chapters even make 
sense an 5 miore. 

When Pioneer Press reporter George 
Dohrman called Clem Haskins a couple 
days before the firstroundofthe 1999 NCAA 
Tournament began, an exasperated (and 
guilty) Haskins dodged questions about his 
many errors in judgment. Those included 
signing his name to a check for $3,000 to 
the woman who’d written papers for his 
players. Eventually Clem told the reporter 
he was “just tiyingto win agame,” speaking 
of the first round. Minnesota immediately 
suspended players, lost, and Haskins hasn’t 
coached since. 

Should he be a college basketball coach? 
Probably not. A more interesting question 
is: Should anyone? 03

Roots for the Home Team Bollywood 
Smash Salad 

Sorghum, mint, and raisins help extract 
the flavor from the roasted cauliflower and 
chickpeas, and the sunflower seed-topped 
bok choy slaw is crisp enough to hold its 
own against a tangy mango vinaigrette. 
Honestly, the worst thing we can say 
about this salad? It isn’t quite the North- 
side Fresh Salad, which is easily your top 
new vegetarian option at the ballpark. So, 
let’s say... recommended to salad-eating 
season-ticket holders looking for an occa¬ 
sional change-up.

Curds & Cakes Cheese Curds 

Debate raged so fiercely over these damn 
curds that the City Pages Ballpark Eats 
Review Squad—once considered the 
tightest-knit pals and colleagues—nearly 
crumbled. One faction enjoyed the jumbo¬ 
sized, mega-breaded balls of cheese; the 


other considered them doughy salt-bombs. 
The ideal curd is either raw and squeaky 
or gooey and stringy; these are neither, 
instead occupying a craggy in-between. 
At the same time, they’re golf ball-sized 
deep-fried Ellsworth Creamery curds 
that you dunk into ranch dressing, and 
that’s a formula that’s hard to fully fuck 
up. We’ll give ’em a walk... though that 
fourth ball is hotly contested. ($8-$15,

STRIKEODT! 

Grown-Up Grilled Cheese 

When you’re a kid you think being grown 
up is gonna rule. You’ll be able to stay up 
late, you won’t have to go to school, and 
you can eat whatever you want. But as 
you get older you start to understand the 
downsides of adulthood. Work. Taxes. A 
gourmet thick-slice brioche grilled cheese 
with marinated tomatoes that are so acidic 
they completely overpower the smoked

Phllly Cheesesteak 

The hoagie bun? Stale, yet somehow 
overly puffy. The shaved sirloin? Ela- 
vorless and gray.

obody turns on a Motley 
Criie movie in search of high 
art, and yet even the lowest 
expectations can’t help The 
Dirt In the grand m 5 ^ology 
of glam metal excess, Criie’s exploits are 
the stuff of legend. But Netflix’s take on 
sex, drugs, and rock ’n’ roll plays out like 
every other bland music biography. 

The Dirt opens with Nikki Sixx (Doug¬ 
las Booth) waxing philosophical about the 
’80s and declaring the band to be “a gang 
of fucking idiots.” The camera zips down 
the Sunset Strip to a party at an apartment. 
Tommy Lee (Colson Baker, aka Machine 
Gun Kelly) decides to go down on a woman 
in the middle of the living room. Sixx lights 
his arm on fire to show how badass he is. 
Vince Neil (Daniel Webber) is banging 
somebody’s girlfriend in the bathroom. 
Mick Mars (Iwan Rheon) lies in bed like 
a vampire. The intro climaxes with Lee’s 
lady friend squirting across the living room. 

As setups go it’s extremely effective, 
though probably not in the way the pro¬ 
ducers intended. 

It’s worth noting that good biopics are 
few and far between. The genre doesn’t 


allow for any real originality, and even the 
most interesting life stories come off as 
one-dimensional when the/re condensed 
to fit a two-hour Fre 5 Tag pyramid. 

That said. The Dirt fleshes out its source 
material (a sprawling autobiography with 
collaborator Neil Strauss) so superficially 
and ham-flstedly that the final product 
lands firmly in the biopic bottom tier. For 
the ‘World’s Most Notorious Rock Band,” 
this is one boring movie. 

The film version does make some effort 
to be unique, breaking the fourth wall to 
tell us that some of the things we’re seeing 
didn’t actually happen. In theory, that’s a 
clever play, especially when you’re profil¬ 
ing a group whose own recollections of 
the good old days are muddled by Jack 
Daniel’s, smack, and the ravages of age. 

Most biopics tweak history to suit the 
script, but what The Dirt offers is often 
closer to Action than reality. That point is 
driven home by the picture’s insistence that 
Motley Criie were more revolutionary than 
they actually were, with an early guitarist 
marveling that the opening riff to “Live 
Wire” is “not like an 5 ^ingl’ve ever played 
before,” and Sixx speaking about Motley 
Criie in the same breath as the Beatles.

Beyond that. The Dirts glamorization of 
objective awfulness feels a bit tone-deaf 
today. (Some of) these things did happen, 
so scrubbing the shittier moments would 
be insincere. Yet tackling assault, infidel¬ 
ity, and drug addiction in 2019 requires 
some delicateness. If you’re hyped enough 
on Criie to even start this movie, you 
probably don’t care. But given the third 
act’s dive into melodrama, you’d think 
the debauchery leading up to it would 
be portrayed with a more modern slant. 

There isn’t much dirt in The Dirt, 
only surface-level scans of stories any 
metalhead has heard a thousand times, 
from Ozzy Osbourne snorting ants to 
Nikki Sixx’s death-defying heroin over¬ 
dose. Those are of course batshit insane 
events, so the most glaring problem in 
cinematic terms is presentation. Bad 
wigs and worse acting combine with a 
cursory storyline to create a movie that’s 
neither informative nor evocative. The 
Dirt makes Bohemian Rhapsody look like 
a masterpiece. 03

Decades later, Hedwig has become a stage classic

edwig doesn’t exactly present 
herself as a likely favorite for 
theater companies across the 
country. In fact, it’s intrinsic 
to the show’s premise that 
she’s not much of a draw. Spitting on the 
audience and flipping them off, Hedwig’s 
barely managing to hold the show and herself 
together. She introduces a bracing tale of 
a life disrupted, with clinical details that 
may astonish unsuspecting theatergoers. 

Yet John Cameron Mitchell’s 1998 play 
has become a standard of American musical 
theater. Fueled by the success of Mitch¬ 
ell’s 2001 movie and a Tony-winning 2014 
Broadway production, Hedwighsis become 
as common as Annie... or at least that’s how 
it feels in the Twin Cities, where Theatre 
Latte Da’s new take is one of at least three 
different productions to land since 2017. 

Directed by Annie Enneking and Peter 
Rothstein, Latte Da’s splashy production 
offers ample evidence ofwhy this potentially 
thorny material has worked so well in so 
many different settings over so many years. 
As Hedwig herself acknowledges with her 
‘'punk gestures,” she reads as a rock star, 
and we’re used to such stars running hot 
and cold. Her cabaret schtick works on 
its own terms, and her constant costume 
changes keep audiences’ eyes popping. 

Most critically, Hedwig’s story comes 
to a dramatic resolution that’s satisfy¬ 
ing without being overdetermined. Her 
journey remains open-ended, and while 
Mitchell has acknowledged he wouldn’t 
write the same show again today, in many

ways Angry Inch doesn’t feel as dated as 
its contemporary Rent. 

To make Hedwigat home, scenic designer 
Michael Hoover has turned the Ritz Theater 
into a trailer park, with Hedwig’s mobile 
dressing room as the only tenant. Emerging 
in costume designer Alice Erederickson’s 
party-dress version of a Canadian tuxedo, 
Hedwig is very Midwestern, as East Ger¬ 
man emigres go. 

Tyler Michaels King stars as a Hedwig 
who’s decidedly more Broadway than 
Bowery as he belts Stephen Trask’s songs. 
With his powerful pipes, supreme physical 
confidence, and ability to project emotional 
openness without reading as naive. King is a 
perfect fit for this polished production. The 
play runs on the emotional undercurrent 
of Hedwig’s relationship with her harried 
husband, Yitzhak, and in that role a win¬ 
ning Jay Owen Eisenberg immediately has 
our hearts. 

The four-piece onstage band, led by music 
director Jason Hansen and featuringbona- 
fide rock stars like bassist Mayda Miller, 
provides a suitably cacophonous experi¬ 
ence; it would hardly be Hedwig if they 
weren’t handing out earplugs at the door. 

There’s no one Hedwigior everyone, but 
Latte Dahas created an accessible and highly 
theatrical production that celebrates the 
power of stor54elling and the catharsis of 
turning it up to 11. [Q

LONESOME PINE 

On Stranger Angels, David Huckfelt explores 
the wisdom of solitude and song

t was the fall of 2017, and David 
Huckfelt was deep into his two- 
week artist’s residency at Isle Royale 
National Park. 

Needing a place to chill and write 
the material that would become his debut 
solo album, Stranger Angels, the co-founder 
of the Pines one night found himself on this 
remote island on the northwest portion of 
Lake Superior, surrounded by the mostly 
unseen moose, wolves, bugs, gulls, ravens, 
osprey, squirrels, toads, mice, and other 
creatures of the forest, when he was faced 
with a familiar modern world vs. natural 
world dilemma. 

“I’m standing on Scoville Point on Isle 
Royale, looking at the sky,” says Huckfelt, 
nursing an Irish whiskey at Merlins Rest 
Pub. “I can see freighters, and I can see 
shooting stars, and I can see just a hint of 
the Northern Lights. And I’m like, what 
am I going to do, Instagram that? But you 
want to participate, so...” 

So you strike a balance, between holding 
the moment close and sharing it; between 
solitude and community; between the calm 
cacophony of the woods and the constant 


chaos of the city; between internal voice 
and external voices; between individuality 
and groupthink; between music-listening 
or book-reading and the internet; between 
the sights and sounds of a river in its natu¬ 
ral habitat and pothole and construction 
season in the concrete jungle. 

“Modern life is very unpeaceful and 
unsustaining,” Huckfelt says. “I had 12 years 
of touring in the Pines, up to my neck in 
music-business buUshit, and I could not have 
written this batch of songs without cutting 
that totally off Jim Harrison is one of my 
favorite writers and he said, "You were a 
dog on a chain, and now there’s no chain.’” 

Longbefore Thoreau made Walden Pond 
synonymous with one human’s search for 
meaning away from the numbers, artists 
have been attemptingto document, replicate, 
and celebrate the wonders of silence and 
solitude in nature, and the riches to be found 
within. To get to that place, Huckfelt left the 
comforts of home for the biggest island on 
the world’s biggest freshwater lake, located 
six hours by boat off the Michigan coast. 

“There are a lot of switches that you can 
turn off and a few you can turn on,” he says 


of his time as an artist-in-residence selected 
by the National Park Service. “But the big 
one you turn off is the one that asks, ‘OK, 
what can I get from this? To be involved 
with commerce and music or whatever 
it is, you have to have that switch on all 
the time: ‘How can I get something from 
this?’ And to go out to the woods, if you do 
it right, it’s like a good road trip. You turn 
off that part that wants to know what you 
want to gain.” 

In fact, Huckfelt’s sabbatical proved 
extremely fruitful. He wrote 16 songs in 
the woods and brought his bounty back 
to civilization. The 12 songs that make up 
StrangerAngelswere recorded in athree-day 
session at a IlO-year-old farmhouse studio 
in Menomonie with Huckfelt’s band the 
Unarmed Forces, which includes drum¬ 
mer J.T. Bates; bassist Darin Gray; singers/ 
guitarists ErikKoskinen, Jeremy Ylvisaker, 
and Michael Rossetto; singers Dave Sim- 
onett and Amelia Meath; electronica artist/ 
sampler Andrew Broder; and organist Phil 
Cook, who will back the songwriter at his 
Stranger Angels dual release party (with 
Rosetto’s Intermodal Blues) April 19 at the 
Cedar Cultural Center. 

“My first call was to J.T. Bates, who’s 
been my musical brother for 12 years,” says 
Huckfelt. “He’s got the biggest imagination 
and ears for music, the widest terrain, and 
he was like, ‘How are we going to go about 
this?’ And I went, ‘I want these seven people 
in a room together for three days. That’s 
all I want. I’ve saved my money. I’ll get the

place.’ We could’ve done overdubs and stuff, 
but I just knew if we had fires at night and 
if we were staying in a little schoolhouse 
and we had Jeremy Ylvisaker sleeping on 
the floor with the flu, you know, this was 
all going to be good for us.” 

If HuckfelFs comparison of the freedom 
of an artist’s retreat to a road trip holds. 
Stranger Angels is the sound of a very wise 
buddy riding shotgun into the great wide 
open, singing all the while about god, his¬ 
tory, ancestors, spirits, love, sex, belonging, 
not belonging, stillness, the heart, nature, 
ghosts, the heavens. Mother Earth, St Fran¬ 
cis, and Black Elk. Heartfelt and hard-won 
advice percolate through every song, with 
Huckfelt a much-needed voice of depth, 
soul, and indignation. Indigenous people 
past and present haunt the record, which 
closes with “Star Nation,” a h 5 ^notic and 
chilling powwow featuring the voice of 
American Indian Movement activist/artist 
Floyd Red Crow Westerman. 

Like an aural updating of the message at 
the heart of Wim Wenders’ Wings of Desire, 
Stranger Angels gets at how the least among 
us can offer solace, kindness, and guidance 
in a cold world. “Gather ever 5 Jhingyou hold 
dear and practice giving it away,” Huckfelt 
sings on the title track. “There’s another 
world but it’s in this world/Stranger angels 
know the way.” 

“I’m not a control freak,” says Huckfelt. 
“I control my part of it, and the songs say 
what I want them to say. Koskinen and 
Rosetto, these are guys who, every time they 
touch something, they find a way to make it 
speak better. I think when that spark starts 
flying around, that’s old-school, that’s like 
Tom Petty making records. We go in there 
together, we have a hell of a good time, and 
it’s an event, and we all walk away going, 
‘Holy shit, what happened?”’ 

Stranger Angels sounds like a radio sta¬ 
tion broadcasting from a remote outpost, 
all the while acknowledging the tumult of 
modern life, and set to a timeless mix of 
banjos, organ, acoustic and electric guitars, 
and earthy rhythms. “Give me a moment 
of silence after a season of violence,” he 
sings on “The Lost 40,” while “As Below, So 
Above” celebrates the thin veil between life 
and death and how “the end is not the end.” 
On “Ever 3 wind,” he sings, “I’m standing 
’neath the gallows of 2017/And it occurs to 
the songbirds whose nests are in shambles 
to take heart in times like these.” 

It’s a project Huckfelt could never have 
completed in the same way without retreat¬ 
ing to Isle Royale. “The/re such conser¬ 
vationists,” he says of the National Park 
Service. “And they were so protective of my 
privacy, my quiet, no people around. So I 
was thinking, what can I do? Isle Royale has 
the least amount of visitors of any national 
park in the country. It’d be great if people 
went there.” 03
